decades, Were it not for the 
present heavy incidence of un- 
employment, the reduction would 
be still more striking. For, as 
is pointed out in the survey, it 
is unemployment more often 
‘than insufficiency of wages that 
is the 'cauge of: poverty to-day. 
Despite the stern ordeal through 
which England has been pass- 
ing, in common with the rest of 
the world, actual ° privatiorr 
among the populace stands at an 
unprecedentally low figure. Even 
the socalled hunger-marchers 
cannot disguise that; indeed, 
they emphasise it, though quite 
unwittingly. Still, the framers 
of the London survey are dnxi- 
ous, and rightly so, that the re- 
sults of their labours should not 
engender a spirit of “compla- 
cency.” Social progress, they 
emphasise, has not yet reached. 
an point when reformers can-af- 
ford to slacken their efforts. 
The conscience of the country is 
thoroughly alive to the necessity 


for continued exertions on behalf 
of the -“bottom dog,” not by 
grandmotherly legislation, or by 


the subsidising of inertia, but by 
giving every member - of the 
population a fair chance to better 
his or her posltion in Jife. . Un- 
fortunately, duo. to the: present 
world conditions, that is a prob- 
lem in which further advance 
must in the meantime be slow. 
But there is evidence, in the 
slum clearance and other 
schemes, of a steady determina- 
tion to proceed with the task. 
What. igs being accomplished: at 
Homo provides an.excellent ox- 
ample for this Colony.

ALIEN “CLAUSES 


The Gazette contains the draft 
of an Ordinance to regulate the 


“lentry and departure of poraona 


into and out of the Colony, to
